Reasons for Allowance 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.

No prior art has been located which teaches a process of ethylene 
copolymerization using catalysts (I) and (II) which obtains a copolymer with properties 
(i) through (iv). As shown by the references cited on this record, each of the required 
catalyst components is known in the art, but no cited reference suggests their use 
together in a method which obtains the required copolymer. The product claims also 
include the stated method as product-by-process, and are allowable because the 
method including the two indicated catalysts would be expected to result in polymers 
distinct from those of Kishine et al. (US 6,063,871 ), which uses a substantially different 
catalyst system. It is well established in the art that polymer properties are directly 
dependent on the nature of the catalyst used, and therefore there is no clear basis to 
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conclude that the claimed polymers would be either the same as or obvious variants of 
those disclosed in Kishine. Neither the International Search Report nor the 
Supplementary EPO Search Report included X or Y references against original claim 2 
which included the aforementioned process features.
